Preliminary hearings for a rate 
increase for the Hamlin exchange 
of Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Company 
were 
heard 
Tuesday 
night by members of the Hamlin 
City Council when telephone cqfh 
pany representatives presented 
brief. 
Action on the application 
for increases was deferred for 
further study by members of the 
council. 
Representing tho telephone con 
cern were Regional Manager Bill 
Blakeny of Abilene and District 
Manager George Beard of Sw'eet 
water. 
The increase in telephone serv 
ice were requested as a follow-up 
to prevdous requests when par­ 
tial increases were 
granted at 
Hamlin. 
Increases sought in Hamlin are 
raises from $8.25 to $10 per month 
for business telephones; $4.50 to 
$5 for one-party residnce tele­ 
phones; and $3.50 to $4 for two- 
party lines. These rates, explain­ 
ed the Southwestern representa­ 
tives, are irt line with rates charg­ 
ed or being sought in cities of 
comparable size to Hamlin.

Most of Hamlin's merchants have experi­ 


enced a diminished business during the past 


several months, and some of them are trying 


to console themselves that it is all because of 


the drouth. 
But if they will do a little anaylz- 


ing and double-checking the bulk of their 


business losses ere due to a far more vital 


reason than that— it is the lack cf citizens 


of the community remaining loyal to their 


home merchant, and the merchants failing to 


patronize one another.

Loafing Hons Should 
Bo Culled from Flock 
As Saver of Feed Bill 


A hen that lays 250 eggs a 
year eats only 25 to 26 pounds of 
feed more than one that doesn’t 
lay an egg. 
That is evidence enough why 
producers cannot afford to feed 
a non-producer, says E. O. Par­ 
nell, professor of poultry husban­ 
dry at Texas A. &. M. College, in 
a release to The Herald for poul­ 
try raisers of the Hamlin area. 
A four-pound non-laying hen will 
eat about 56 pounds of feed a year, 
while the same bird that lays 250 
eggs yearly will consume about 81 
pounds. 
Feed cost* make up 60 per cent 
or more of the total cost of pro­ 
ducing eggs, says ParnelL 
By 
culling closely, producers can cut 
feed costs per dozen eggs and help 
maintain their profits, he adds. 


Go along the roost at night with 
flashlight and check the health 
signs of hens in production.

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Control of Johnson Grass in County 
Proving Successful, Says County Agent 


Farm ers of the Hamlin section 
•re showing interest in experi­ 
ments marie recently with Johnson 
grass control on farms. 
Spot oiling of Johnson grass in 
cotton fields has proven very suc­ 
cessful in Jones County lit 1954, 
according to Bill I^ehmberg, coun­ 
ty agent. 
‘Johnson grass can be killed to 
the ground by the application of 
onA-fhird teaspoonful of a herbi­ 
cidal oil to the crown of each 
stem. 
Eradication of established 
Johnson grass can be obtained in 
a single season by repeating the 
treatm ent at seven to 10-day in­ 
tervals. 
Best results are obtained 
when treatm ents are begun be­ 
fore the stems are six inches tall 
and before the base of the stems 
become glared. 
The oil is used 
most efficiently when it is ap­ 
pled to the lower one-fourth nch 
nf the stem. 
Treatment of foli­ 
age is unnecessary and wasteful. 
Six or more consecutive oil treat­ 
ments usually are needed to eradi­ 
cate the grass. 
This practice is successful in 
Controlling scattered infestations 
of established Johnson grass in 
cotton and most other crops. 
It 
is faster, easier and far more 
effective than hoeing. Avoid trea t­ 
ing the stems and foliage of crop 
plants. 
They are susceptible to 
the oil at the rates used. A care­ 
ful operator cen treat the crowns 
of the crass as clipse as two inches 
to cotton stems without injury 
to the crop. 
A slightly greater 
riis’ance should be allowed for 
fom . 
The amount of oil needed 
depends on the stand of the grass 
end Hie efficiency of the opera­ 
tor. 
Five to IO glalons of oil per 
acre 
per application 
commonly 
ere use I where the infestation is 
not excessive. 


TYwitments 
should 
begin 
as 
early in the season as practical. 
The use of the oil should l>e re­ 
stricted to treating established 
John-on grass in the crop row un­ 
less previous cultivations have not 
eradicated the grass in the mid­ 
dle. 
Treat all live Johnson grass 
each time the field is oiled and 
do not hoe the crowns that have 
been oiled. 
Tho average cost of treating 
the grass with naphtha diesel fuel 
oil mixture was $2 35 per acre of 
infested 
cotton per application. 
Tlie oil cost $1.05 and labor to 
applv it cost $1.30 per acre. 
Six 
applications cost $14 IO per acre,

eradicated 96 per cent of the spots 
and reduced the stand of second 
growth Johnson grass 99 per cent. 
Cutting Johnson grass to the 
ground four and five times in 
adjacent fields with comparable 
infestations cost $15 to $7 per 
acre, did not reduce its stand arid 
did not prevent prolific produc­ 
tion of seed after hoeing was dis­ 
continued. 
Many naphtha oils and oil mix­ 
tures 
are 
satisfactory 
for 
the 
crown treatm ent 
of established 
Johnson grass. 
Suitable naphthas 
are usually available from bulk 
stations 
Diesel fuel oil and kero­ 
sene kill tender second growth 
Johnson grass when temperatures 
are high. However, they are slow 
in killing the grass during low 
temperatures and when the grass 
nears the boot stage. The use of 
oil soluble dinitro and other prov­ 
en fortifiers can be added to diesel 
oil or kerosene according to the 
manufacturers' directions to in­ 
crease the contact effectiveness of 
these oils. 
Diesel fuel or kero­ 
sene fortified with one per cent 
pentachlorophenol by volume is 
usually 
as 
effective 
in 
killing 
Johnson grass 
as the naphtha 
type oils used alone. 
A mixture 
of half diesel fuel oil or kerosene 
and half naphtha also Is satisfac­ 
tory. 
Reductions 
In stand of 
the 
grass usually require three appli­ 
cations of a fortified oil. 
Adding 
one-fifth pint of M-233 Delaporr 
per gallon of oil greatly Increased 
the kill of rootstocks from a single 
application. 
Naphthas, diesel fuel oil and 
kerosene generally are available 
in Texas in barrel and 500-gallon 
lots. Naphtha usually costs about 
21 cents per gallon, and diesel 
fuel oil and kerosene about 13 
cents. 
General weed killing oils 
are available in transport truck 
lots 
(5,000 gallons) 
on special 
order. 
Pentachlorophenol, oil sol­ 
uble dinitro and other proven oil 
fortifiers are available from deal­ 
ers in agricultural chemicals or 
on special order. 
Diesel fuel oil 
or kerosene mixes with an equal 
volume of naphtha or fortified 
with one per cent pentachloro­ 
phenol by volume usually cost 
about 17 cents per gallon.

Wheat Farmers to 
Vote on Marketing 
Quotas Saturday 


Wheat farmers of the Hamlin 
section will join growers of the 
rest of the state and nation this 
month to decide in a national ref- 
endum whether marketing quotas 
will continue in effect for their 
1956 crop. 
The State Agricultur­ 
al Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee urges Texas producers 
to participate in the vote. 
‘‘Under the present surplus sit­ 
uation, we are required to pro­ 
claim marketing quotas,’’ Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Benson 
said. 
"We will have almost as much 
wheat in the total supply after 
harvest this year as we had a 
year ago. In other words, we will 
have enough wheat to take care of 
all our domestic and export needs 
for two full years.” 
Benson has saki that wheat is 
one of the major problems facing 
the Department 
of Agriculture 
this year. 
Any 
producer 
in commercial 
areas who will plant more than 
15 acres of wheat for harvest as 
gran in 1956 is eligible to vote in 
the 
referendum. 
Two-thirds of 
the vote must favor marketing 
quotas before they can be put into 
effect. 
Local 
voting 
places 
for 
the 
June 
25 
balloting will be an­ 
nounced for each county. 
The available supply of wheat 
for the 1955-56 marketing year is 
66 per cent above the considered 
“normal supply.” 
The secretary 
must call for marketing quotas 
when the normal supply exceeds 
20 per cent. 
In the referendum last summer 
73.3 per cent of the farmers vot­ 
ing approved the quotas.

Control of Johnson 


Proving Successful, 


Farmers of the Hamlin section 
are showing interest in experi­ 
ments made recently with Johnson 
grass control on farms. 
Spot oiling of Johnson grass in 
cotton fields has proven very suc­ 
cessful in Jones County in 1954, 
according to Bill Lehmberg, coun­ 
ty agent. 
johnson grass can he killed to 
the ground by the application of 
'onO-fhird teaspoonful of a herbi­ 
cidal oil to the crown of each 
stem. 
Eradication of established 
Johnson grass can be obtained in 
a Single season by repeating the 
treatment at seven to 10-day in­ 
tervals. 
Best results are obtained 
when treatments are begun be­ 
fore the stems are six inches tall 
and before the base of the stems 
become glazed. 
The oil is used 
most efficiently when it 
is ap­ 
plied to the lower one-fourth nch 
of the stem. 
Treatment of foli­ 
age is unnecessary and wasteful. 
Six or more consecutive oil treat­ 
ments usually are needed to eradi­ 
cate the grass. 


This practice is successful in 
controlling scattered infestations 
of established Johnson grass in 
cotton and most other crops. 
It 
is faster, 
easier and far more 
effective than hoeing. Avoid treat­ 
ing the stems and foliage of crop 
plants. 
They are susceptible to 
the oil at the rates used 
A care­ 
ful operator can treat the crowns 
of th*1 grass as close as two inches 
to cotton stems without 
injury 
to the crop. 
A slightly greater 
distance should be allowed for 
Com. 
The amount of oil needed 
depends on the stand of the grass 
end the efficiency of the opera­ 
tor. 
Five to IO glalons of oil per 
acre 
per application 
commonly 
are used where the infestation is 
not excessive.

less previous cultivations have not

The average cost of treating 
the grass with naphtha diesel fuel 
oil mixture was $2 35 per acre of

eradicated 96 per cent of the spots 
and reduced the stand of second 
growth Johnson grass 99 per cent. 


Cutting Johnson grass to the 
ground four and 
five times 
in 
adjacent 
fields with comparable 
infestations cost $15 to $7 per 
acre, did not reduce its stand and 
did not prevent prolific produc­ 
tion of seed after hoeing was dis­ 
continued. 


Many naphtha oils and oil mix­ 
tures 
are 
satisfactory 
for 
the 
crown treatment 
of established 
Johnson grass. 
Suitable naphthas 
are usually available from bulk 
j stations 
Diesel fuel oil and kero­ 
sene kill 
tender second growth 
Johnson grass when temperatures 
are high. However, they are slow 
in killing the grass during low 
temperatures and when the grass 
nears the boot stage. 
The use of 
oil soluble dinitro and other prov­ 
en fortifiers can he added to diesel 
oil or kerosene according to the 
manufacturers’ directions to in­ 
crease the contact effectiveness of 
these oils. 
Diesel fuel or kero­ 
sene fortified with one per cent 
pentachlorophenol 
by volume is 
usually 
as 
effective 
in 
killing 
Johnson 
grass 
as 
the 
naphtha 
type oils used alone. 
A mixture 
of half diesel fuel oil or kerosene 
and half naphtha also is satisfac­ 
tory. 


Reductions 
in 
stand

the 
grass usually require three appli­ 
cations of a fortified oil. 
Adding 
one-fifth pint of M-233 Delaport 
per gallon of oil greatly increased 
the kill of rootstocks from a single 
application. 


Naphthas, diesel fuel oil and 
kerosene generally are available 
in Texas in barrel and 500-gallon 
lots. Naphtha usually costs about 
21 cents per gallon, and diesel 
fuel oil and kerosene about 
13 
cents.

Vote on Marketing 


Quotas Saturday 


Wheat fanners of the Hamlin 
.section will join growers of the 
rest of the state and nation this 
month to decide in a national ref- 
endum whether marketing quotas 
w ill continue in effect for their 
1956 crop. 
The State Agricultur­ 
al Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee urges Texas producers 
to participate in the vote. 
"Under the present surplus sit­ 
uation, we are required to pro­ 
claim marketing quotas,’’ Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Benson 
said. 
"W e w ill have almost as much 
wheat in the total supply after 
harvest this year as we had a 
year ago. 
In other words, we will 
have enough wheat to take care of 
all our domestic and export needs 
for two full years." 
Benson has said that wheat is 
one of the major problems facing 
the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
this year. 
Any 
producer 
in 
commercial 
areas who will plant more than 
13 acres of wheat for harvest as 
gran in 1956 is eligible to vote in 
the 
referendum. 
Two-thirds of 
the vote must favor marketing 
quotas before they can be put into 
effect. 
Local 
voting 
places 
for 
the 
June 
25 
balloting w ill 
be 
an­ 
nounced for each county. 
The available supply of wheat 
for the 1955-56 marketing year is 
66 per cent above the considered 
"normal supply." 
The secretary 
must call for marketing quotas 
when the normal supply exceeds 
20 per cent. 
In the referendum last summer 
73.3 per cent of the farmers vot­ 
ing approved the quotas.

Damage Noted to

Continued thrip damage to cot­ 
ton in the general area around 
Hamlin is reported in the weekly 
cotton situation report furnished 
The Herald by the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, cooperating 
with the Texas A. & M. College 
Extension Service. 


Crops are making good growth 
in most areas of the state, the 
report continues. 
Rain in light 
to heavy amounts fell over most 
of the state during the past week. 
but moisture is needed in parts 
of the Lower Valley, Coastal Bend, 
Southwest, 
W est Central, 
W e s t , 
North Plains 
and South Plaine 
raeas. 
Moisture 
conditions are 
good in areas not listed above. 


Unseasonably cool weather slow­ 
ed the growth of cotton some­ 
what during the latter part of the 
past week, especially young cotton 
in the northern and western parts 
of the state. 
Several areas of 
the state were buffeted by high 
winds 
and 
thunderstorms 
with 
hail in some parts causing dam­ 
age to crops. 


Pink bollworm infestations in 
bolls have increased slightly in 
the 
Lower 
Valley. 
Rosetted 
blooms w'ere found in most fields 
inspected in South Central, Cen­ 
tral and East areas and a few 
fields of the Upper Coastal area.. 


Boll weevils were reported on 
the increase in the Ix)Wer Valley 
with many fields in need of con­ 
trol measures. 


Thrips damage is decreasing in 
most fields from The South Cen­ 
tral area southward except in a 
few late planted untreated fields. 
Thrips were 
reported damaging 
cotton in some fields in the Cen­ 
tral and Northwest areas. 
Light 
to medium infestations w-ere found 
in the North and South Plants 
areas with the heaviest infesta­ 
tions in fields near wheat and 
legume crops.
